other words, whether the time had not 
elapsed during which a commencement 
could be made in order to earn a bud 
sidy. The government, had no proof 
In Its possession that the subsidy 
•still alive when active operations were 
bogun, and none had been submitted. 
The government made known Its posi- 
tion on the question from the very 
outset, holding that a reference to the 
courts was necessary to determine 
obligation in the premises. The Chief 
Justice in his judgment hi the case 
clearly justifies that position. The 
onus of proof was upon tho company 
and not upon the province! The 
Midway & Vernon will in all probabil- 
ity be built, and every equity 111 the 
ease will bo satisfied. Regarding the 

two questions, the government was 
clearly right In not permitting the 
Issue in one to depend upon the issue 
in the other. They were not related 
In any sense, and had to be settled 
each upon its merits; and tho govern- 
ment lias distinctly scored in its treat- 
ment of both. 

With reference to the educational 
questions before the House, readers 
will observe that the Premier takes a 
no less certain position. The Educa- 
tion Act of 190G was a dlstincl and 
radical departure from the system pre- 
viously in vogue, but in line with pre- 
vious less important departures from 
the old centralized system. It was 
wholly new and had to apply to un- 
known, or, at least, uncertain condi- 
tions in rural districts. That it should 
not meet all the requirements might 
have been expected, but it was on 
right lines and in its present amended 
form is proving highly satisfactory. 
The McGlll University measure should 
have been wholly non-contentious, but 
it was opposed for opposition sake. 
Opposition hi this instance was a slap 
In the face to laudable efforts to fur- 
ther higher education in British Col- 
umbia without expense or effort on the 
part of the people. 

On the whole the Premier is to be 
congratulated upon his comprehensive 
defence of his administration and the 
policy of the government, 
leadership he has displayed neither I 
lack of ability nor courage of his con- | 
victions, and we feel confident that 
the skilful performance of an ex- 1 
tremely difficult task is adequately 
appreciated throughout the country.

Many mutters canie up for son- 
Bidcrnt ion which evoked lengthy discus- 
sion. !So long <lid the argument!! take 
thai a few minutes 'before eleven o'clock 
it was seen umt il was impossible to 
set through in time. An attempt was 
made to rush things, in direct contrast 
to the proceedings the early purl of the 
evening. It was, however, decided to 
sit ten minutes overtime in order to fin- 
ish the business. The Indian reserve 
question again made its appearance in 
thii form of u report from the commit- 
too, to the effect that an agreement 
with the provincial government could 
possibly he entered into.

temperance workers of the city, who are 
desirous of having the grocery liquor 
licenses raised so hick us to force them 
out of business. The delegation was 
composed of Revs.

Spencer and li. J. Knott. 

Iu addressing the council Dr. Hall 
Kuid the committee was from the Royal 
Templars and Citizens League. He 
read the resolution adopted at a recent 
meeting urging the council to cancel

Grocery Store Liquor Licorices 
He then went on to stnte that Victoria 
has more saloons in proportion to Van- 
couver and the council bud the power to 
ruihc the licenses to $1,000. 

Rev. Mr.liladstonc was the represen- 
tative of the Citizens, league, which hud 
for its 'purpose the making or better cit- 
izens the residents of, Victoria. lie de- 
Sired to impress upon the committee the 
necessity of regulating the hours of sale 
of strong drink. He also drew inten- 
tion to restaurants which kept open all 
night which, although they did not self 



vor to abate as far as possible the 
nutria neo complained of. • 

Received and, filed uud copies to he 
sent to the petitioner's. 

The Melrose. Company, LtdL, com- 
plained at the charge for inspection of 
their electric light system by the light 
inspector, which was $8.50, refusing to 
pay till an answer was received from 
the council. 

Aid. Fell said this was u grievance 
that had come before the council many 
times. He was of the opinion that the 
grievance was a real one. lie consid- 
ered that the lights were a benefit to 
tho city and 1 should be encouraged.

WILL APPLY IN DOMINION OF CANADA 



"Cost-Plus-A-Fixed Sum" De- 
signed to Ensure Greater 
Harmony 



(Montreal Stun 
This is an age of evolution in sys- 
tem in every department of endeavor," 
said Mr. Randolph MacDonald, the 
well known contractor and president 
of Hie Sovereign bank, to a Star repre- 
sentative. 

"To apply an accurate system lo 
larire contracts, such as the erection of 
manufacturing plants, sections of rail- 
ways, and other works of like magni- 
tude; requires a working out of detail 
based on general principles which wo 
in panada have, hitherto not evolved 
to the full. I have given considerable 
tliouebt to this mutter, and, under a 
system with which I shall hereafter he 
connected in an executive capacity, I 
expect great results. Speaking gen- 
erally. 1 would lay down the general 
principles surrounding this system as 
follows: 

"'I lie leaders in the marvellous de- 
velopment of the natural and industrial 
resources, iow absorbing attention in 
the Dominion and the States, have come 
to realize that speed is the factor which 
makes the difference between success 
and failure. 

"When the country was new and com- 
Detition scarcely existed, tile old, time- 
consuming methods were well enough, 
hut today, when the successful scheme 
must he developed on the largest and 
broadest line, every possible economy in 
time and its equivalent money is ncces- 
sarv in order to ensure success. 
Economy in Time 

"These economies in time have been 
secured by eliminating friction and div- 
ided responsibility, and by sccurng from 
earh man in an Organization lhe maxi- 
mum output. In all the larger indus- 
trial concerns,/ whether they bo rolling 
mills or dry good stores, will be found 



the same orderly system, the twine def- 
initely prescribed line id' authority, 
which made the army of .lapiiu so ter- 
rible a foe. 

The large manufacturing concerns 
have developed system lo a very re- 
markable extent. They are constantly 
Derfectiuir their systems witli the pur- 
pose of saving a minute here and a min- 
ute there by establishing a routine by 
which the work of the higher grade em- 
ployees may be conserved without in- 
creasing the chance for error, to em- 
ployees of lower grade, who are thus 
enabled to work more automatically by 
working along prescribed channels. 

"The planning and execution of sys- 
tems in regular manufacturing or mer- 
cantile lines where the work to he per- 
formed is of a definite nature and where 
the conditions surrounding the work can 
be controlled is very simple, when com- 
nared to the complex ami ever-changing 
conditions which .surround the contrac- 
tor in engineering and building work. 

The Fundamental Difficulty 
that is encountered in work of this class 
is — to use a bull — met before the work 
begins. No system can he devised 
which will produce the best results it 
the interest of all who engage in an un- 
dertaking are not identical. 

"Under the old and common plan in 
contracting, the interests of the parties 
engaged are diametrically opposed. The 
ownein naturally want their work per- 
formed in the best possible manner at 
the vowest cost, and in the shortest 
time. They attempt to accomplish this 
desirable end by getting lump-sum bids 
from many contractors, generally ac- 
cepting the lowest hid. 

"The contractor, on the other hand, 
has secured a contract upon which he 
naturally desires to make all the money 
possible. Me performs the work in 
such a manner .as. best suits bis inter- 
ests. It is Luflt only so well that the 
owner cannot refuse to accept the work, 
because it complies with the specifica- 
tions. The contractor will naturally 
consume all the time he needs to ac- 
eomnlish the work in the manner most 
economical to himself, as he has no in- 
terest in the owner's necesitiso, or in 
fact that until bis work is accomplished 
lhe owners have their money tied up 
in a nonproductive enterprise, which 
vields no interest on the capital invest- 
ed. 

"Two or three of the largest indus- 
trial corporations — notably one of Chi- 
cago's packers — have recognized that 
the best method of producing buildings 
is identical with the most economical 
methods of producing anything else. 
Thov embody in their organization a 
constructing department under a high 
salaried and competent head. They 
can thus control building operations for 
(lie best and broadest interests of their 
whole business. 

Where the Rub Comes 

"A. great many concerns have been 
deterred from this course by the fact 
funt their building operations, though 
frequent and large, are not continuous. 
Tliev do not feel like carrying a dc-

"Moreover, in many cases it is not 
the cheapest method of building which 
is the most economical for the uwjiy. 
He may need the work finished in a 
verv short time, and tue sii.u'ht addi- 
tional cost of night work may be 11101c 
than offset by the shortening of the 
time before returns can be secured DJ 
the owners on their investment. 

"A great many lar^e and important 
enterprises have been accomplished ill 
this manner in the States, notably the 
plant of the Columbian Hope company 
nt Aurban. N. Y. This plant covers 
eight and one-half acres and was pro- 
ducing rope ten months and six days 
after the contract hud been signed. 

"The paper mill town of Sprnglies 
Falls, Maine, including a 2,000 foot con- 
crete dam, complete pulp and paperbak- 
ing plant, railway stations and termin- 
als, stores, schoolhouses, hotels and 
workmen's houses was recently finished 
in eight months. 

"It is unnecessary, however, to so so 
far afield to find evidences of the man- 
ifest advantages of the cost-plns-a-Bxed- 
sum contract. Those interested in con- 
struction work will no doubt remember 
tlie building Inst summer of a factory 
on William street, the building was 
eomoleted fifty-six days after the work 
of ixea\ntiou was begun. It created so 
favorable an impression in building and 
enginrning circles that a large com- 
pany has been formed to work on the 
same basis in Canada." 

Mr. McDonald himself will be lhe 
president of tlie Dominion Engineering 
nud Construction company of Montreal, 
whicll bus been organized to give effect 
to the ideas set forth by him. He added 
that Messrs. Ross & Holgate, the well- 
known consulting engineers of Montreal, 
are the other two Canadian officers of 
tlie new company.

"Instead of turning out 12T> tons of 
rice a month, the present capacity of 
the plant, we are only able to run 
through forty tons, working about eight 
lo ten days a month," said James. 
Townslcy, proprietor of the British Co- 
lumbia rice mill, yesterday in conversa- 
tion with a Colonist representative. .Mr. 
Townslcy feels aggrieved at tile treat- 
ment he has received at the hands of a 
portion of the trade who under a signed 
document, through the good otllccs of 
the manufacturing committee of the 
hoard of trade, agreed to support the 
mill, if 'Mr. Townsloy would start ii up. 
This took place over a year ago, and the 
lllilliuail says Unit with the exception 
of 1!. I'. Hithct .S: Co., who have stood 
loyally behind him, with the exception 
of a few trial order:;, not another house 
has offered to take his product. The 
'mill, when in operation, employs from 
six lo eight while men; but the runs 
are so short that ii is with ditllculty 
he can keep a crew going. 

"Finding that with the exception of 
I lie line linn I mention, the wholesalers 
declined to carry out their agreement 
and gave their brown rice to a Chinese 
mill. I have had In resort t < > dealing 
with independent retail grocers in Vic- 
toria, through a commission man. Even 
Hie retail linns seem lo prefer to buy 
from the Vancouver rice mills, notwith- 
standing: that No. 1 grade of rice can 
lie purchased here for $-1 a Ion less than 
it costs in the Terminal City — and this, 
loo, in small lots. Over and above what, 
is purchased here, the balance of tin' 
output of the mill goes direct to Winni- 
peg, where a most satisfactory market: 
is found, and the dealers are well sat- 
isfied." 

Far from being discouraged. Mr. 
Townslcy has decided to secure further 
capital for his rice mill and intends 
starling out for the scalps of those who 
have left him in the cold, and says he 
will bring on a rale war in rice- thai 
will make tilings lively.

THE HEAT EMISSION OF RADIUM. 

About a year ago Angstrom con firm- 
ed the well-known observation that the 
heat emission of radium goes on at un- 
diminished rate, and he emphasized two 
points: that it was; independent of the 
nn lure of the surrounding envelope, and 
that (lie energy emitted with the a, b, y 
emanations formed only a small fraction 
of the total energy of the radiations.

Aluminium has been chosen because 
aluminium is fairly permeable to the 
y-ra.vs. which lead stops; according to 
Paschen. 2 millimetres of lead absorb 
one-seventh of all I lie y-ra.vs. Furtliei 
idlest this point, Iwo blocks of alumin- 
ium. Ihe one containing the radium salt, 
the other the manga nin coil, were sur- 
rounded with Iwo layers of lead foil, 
each 1 millimetre in thickness and ther- 
nio-iiinctions placed between the two 
layers. Certain differences were ob' 
served in this instance: lint their na- 
ture remained Ihe snme when the posi- 
tions of the two heating agents were 
exchanged — that is to say, when the 
radium milt was first put into the left- 
hand block, and then into the right- 
hand block. This exchange hnd also 
been implied in the previous tests, and 
the experiments seem to prove that the 
V-ravs are not Ihe chief heat-carriers in 
ihe radium emiinations. The heat 
emission from Angstrom's radium bro- 
mide continued undiminished during the 
course of eighteen months at the aver- 
lice rate of (18.5 gramme-calories pet 
hour ner gramme of salt.
